HERE were fome Di/orders l could not forefee ; but 
as foon as they appeared, I was caraful to deftroy 
them in the Bud, and prevent them in Time to come. 
Many when they faw the great Pears and Anguith 

thofe 2wakened upon the 1614 of Aday were in, concluded, 
That they were Sinners above all others, and thatthey had been 
guilty of fome Sins more than ordinary, which came now to 
give them fo much Uneafinefs. They entertained a Notion, 
that if they would confe/s thefe extraordinary Sins, it would give 
Eaje to their Minds, and glorify Ged. “This was followed with 
very bad Confequences. One was, that fome through thefe 
Miftakes, attacked fome of the awakened under their ercatett 
Agonies, and while they knew not what to do ; and exhorted 
them t» confefs all their Sins, and te}! them what they hod done 
that fo vexed them, which might turn to their Fafe. Ong poor 
Woman who was awakened upon the 16th of May, but went 
home without fpeaking with me, came to be in fuch Avonies, 
as her Neighbours were obliged to watch with ber all Niche 5 
and fhe being dealt with as above, acknowledged that fhe had 
been guilty of Adultery, with a Man the alfo named. She had 
been of an evil Charaéter for Curfing, Scolding, and Iiving fil 
with her Huiband, but no Body had fufpedted her being Un- 
chafte. She was brought to me early next Merning. When 
I heard the Story it pave Mic great Uncalinets, but there was no

preventing the fpreading of it; §t was reported thro’ the Neigh 
bourhood by the Morning Wg I heard alfo of Attempts of 
the fameKind made upon fome others, but without reproach- 
ful Confequences. To prevent this for the Time to come, 
I publickly inftructed the whole Congregation, that they were 
not bound to confefs their fecret Sins to any, but unto God, unlefs 
in Cafe of his bringing them to Light, in his Providence : oF 
iri theCafe of Wrong and Injury done their Neighbours, where 
Reparation or Satisfaction fhould be made, and Brotherly For- 
givenefs fought : Or in Cafe of great Vexation of Mind, and 
want of Advice for Relief about fome particular Sin, that they 
fhould do it to fome Minifter or prudent Chriftian Friend, who 
would keep it as an inviolable Secret tothe Day of Judgment : 
Pi/charging at the fame ‘Time all to inquire into the feeret Sis 
of their "Neighbours, fhewing unto them the Evil of it ; And 
moft of all their blazing abroad the fecret Faults of their Neigh- 
beur, when it could tend to no End but the Reproach of their 
Neighbour, and the Seandal and Offence of others. This 
Warning by the Lorp’s Bleffing, prevented any Diforder of 
this Sort, for the Fime tocomé. There was another Evil 
Confequence of this Miftake; that many,(tho’ all the firft awak- 
ned were of Blamelefs Lives, exeept the forefaid Woman,) 
imagining, that ¢4ey were troubled for fome uncommon Sin, 
were thereby hardened againft Conviftions, whillt they knew? 
not themfelves to be guilty of any Sin more than ordinary. 
They never reflected upon the Evil of the leaft Sin, and upon 
the dreadful Evil of rejecting Jesus Curist by Unbelief, 
worfe than the greateft Sin againft the Law. Thef Things 
were obferved to them in Preaching and private Conference ; 
but I am perfwaded, that had no great Influence until the Lorp 
was plealed to awaken feveral of the young Ones, of whom they 
could have no Jealoufy, that they had been Sinners above all 
others. This ferved effectually to remove the forefaid Stum- 
bling Block : And feveral came to reafon the other Way, that 
if fuch young Ones, comparatively Innocent, were brought un- 
der fuch deep Concern about their Sin and Mifery ; How much 
Reafon had they to be affected, let them be ever fo free from 
grofs Sins. 

‘THERE were fome other Diforders, that were like to arife 
in this and Neighbouring Congregations that were timeoufly 
noticed, rectified or prevented : And the People in this Con- 
gregation came willingly under very ftrict and exact Rules for 
the Management of this Affair.

What made me in every thing to ufe the more Caution, was, 
That I was perfuaded, the further Progres this bleffed Work should 
make, the greater Oppofition would be made to it 5 and the more 
Curist fhould triumph, the more Satan would rage, which lnow 
fee come to pafs. For Satan feemed.to be aftonifhed with the 
firft Appearance at Cambu/lang, fo as not to know well by what 
Methods to oppofe it; but now recovers and rallies all his 
Forces tomake Head. The Seceeders made the moft Oppofi- 
tion at the firft, and that even in a fainter and wavering Way. 
But now Nallifidians of all Sorts are making Head, fuch as 
Arians who deny the Supreme Deity of our Lorp and Savi- 
ouR, and the Satisfation he hath given to the Juftice of Gon 
for Eleét § Sinners : Arminians who have never been friendly to 
the Scripture Dodtrine of Juftification by Faith alone, without 
the Works of the Law ; and of the Sinner’s Regeneration and 
Converfion by the fupernatural Power of the Hory Gitosr. 
Andlatt of all thofe who cry up Morality without theFaith and 
Hope of the Gofpel, and that Love to Gon, which is in; gen- 
dered by it; and fo out of a Fondnefs for Pagan & thicks, “and 
Philofophick Inttitutions, defy our holy Religion. There are 
ftrong Prefumptions the Anonymous Pamphlets fo thick now 
Aying are from the/e Sorts. And no wonder, for the Progre/s 
f this Work threatens Shame and Deftruétion to all thetr darling 
rinciples and Pra€tifes. 

Miz town’s beautiful Reprefentation of Satan lying ftounded 
and thoughtlefs, by his fore’d Fall from Heaven, upon the 
burning Lake for a while; but recovering Thought and Con- 
trivance, calling and rallying his Forces to fight againft 
Heaven ; ftrikes my Mind as expreflive of this. And there- 
with I thall conclude this Article.

ARTICLE IU, 


Concerning thofe Fruits of this Difpenfation, which are 
General as to the Body of the People. 


HE Fruits of this remarkable Out-pouring of the Hor y 

Spirit are either General, extending unto the Body of 
the People ; or more particular,' the Awakening of many to 
an uneafy Sight of their Sin and Danger, the Conwerfion of fome 


of thofe who were vifibly awakened, the hopeful Condition of 


fome others of the awakened, and the Reviving and Attain- 
ments of former good Chriftians. 

The firft of thefe is the Subje& of this Article. Among the 
Inftances of the good Fruits of this Work upon the Gexerality 
of the People, are the vifible Reformation from many open Sins 
in their Lives : Particularly Cur/ing, Swearing and minced Oats 
too frequent, are laid afide. Drinking to Excefs is cither 
forborn or much difcountenanced. In public occafional Vicct- 
ings, edifying Di/courfe hath taken the Place of frothy, toclith, 
cenforious, or otherways evil Speaking. Inftead of wo: kily 
and common Difcourfe upon the Lord’s Day, there is that 
which is Spiritual, and Good to the ufe of Editying. ‘There 
is little of fitting Idle at their Doors, and Vaging in the Streets 
prophanely upon the Lerd’s Day, which was too common for- 
merly in the Town of Kil/yth, There isa genera! Defre after 
publick Ordinances : and whereas before this Lnever cuuld pres 
vail with the beft to attend the Preaching of the Word upon 
Work Days, andtherefore could have no ftated weekly Day ior 
this ; they now defire it, and the Gencrality of the People 
frequent it as regularly as upon the Lord’s Day. The Wor- 
fhip of Gon isfet up, and daily kept up in many Families, who 
were known intirely to neglectit aforetime. ‘There are many 
Societies ere€ted for Prayer in the Parifh, both of O/4 and Young ; 
and thefe not only of Perfons who have been awakened at this 
Time, but of others. Former Feuds and Animofities are in a 
great Meafure laid afide and forgot. And this hath been the 
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The general Fruits of this Difpenfation. 53 


moft peaceable Summer amongft Neighbours that was ever 
known in thefe Bounds. Ihave heard little or nothing of that 
Pilfering and Stealing which was become fo frequent and un- 
eafy before this Work began. Yea there have been feveral 
Inftances of Reffitution, and fome of thefe fhewing Confciences 
more than ordinary tender. The Change of the Face of our 
publick Meetings for Worfhip, is vifible ; there were never fuch 
Attention and Serioufnefs to be feen in them as now. The 
Change of the Lives of the Generality to the better, is obferved 
by eyery Body who knew the Place. One obferving Perfon 
in the Congregation, faid lately to me, “That he was fure, if 
there was no more, there was more Morality among them. It 
is ftrange that fome who make fo much Noife about Mrality, 
fhould be fuch Enemies to a Work which hath produced 
much of it in the Lives of @ whole Country-Side. ~
